SIR, 


HavinG no direct knowledge of who were or who were not concerned in the 
Compoſition and Publication of the Pamphlet you mention, I never thought myſelf 
intitled to allege, or ſimply and poſitively aſſert, that you or that your Father had or 
had not any concern in it. On the contrary, I thought it would have been neceſ- 
ſary for the Univerſity to have obtained a ſtrict judicial Enquiry into that matter 
which enquiry ſhould have terminated either in the full and honourable acquittal, 


or in the complete conviction and exemplary puniſhment of the Perſon ſiſpected. 
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I never dreamed of aſking any Perſon whether he were. the Author of that Pam - 
phlet; nor of paying any regard to any perſon's Denial of his being concerned in 
it: for this plain reaſon, that I was ſure whoever was concerned in it would deny 
it. It contains ſuch things as no man can avow without incurring laſting Infamy. 
This the Author well knew; and accordingly publiſhed it under a falſe name, and 
with the moſt extraordinary Precautions to baffle Enquiry. He publiſhed it with a 
reſolution to deny it. The falſe Name on the Title Page is ip/o facto a Denial of it 
by the real Author or Authors. 

I did ſee your letter to Dr Rutherford; and alſo his anſwer to it: which anſwer 
appears to me a very proper one. 

You know perfectly the general ſuſpicions and opinion which have prevailed con- 
cerning the origin and Purpoſe of that Pamphlet. You know alſo. on what parti- 
culars of internal Evidence and collateral circumſtances that opinion is founded. 
From the hour I read the Pamphlet I adopted that opinion; and I till retain it. I 
have mentioned it openly, and alſo the reaſons on which it is founded; particular- 


| ly ia fo far as related to your Father. 


This, I preſume, the perſons who gave you your information have called perſiſt- 
ing in alleging that the Pamphlet originated from you. 
If you think fit to do me the honour to ſingle me out as the Object either of your 
perſonal Reſentment, or of legal proſecution, for that general and very natural opi- 
nion, you are heartily welcome. My Conduct from firſt to laſt in the buſineſs has 
been upright and open: and I care not how generally it be known, or how ſeverely 
it be ſcrutinized,
